The world again is reminded that a bitter war is raging in one of 


its far off corners by dispatches telling of a battle between Bolivians 
and Paraguayans in which 3,000 of the latter were killed. 


The figures may represent a little exaggeration, but there can be 


no doubt that those two South American nations are engaged in a bloody 
and desperate struggle. First-hand accounts of conditions in the war 
zone have shown this. 


The United States and other nations of this hemisphere have at- 


tempted to end the war but without avail. Similarly futile efforts have 
been made by the League of Nations, which sent a special commission 
to the scene to try to restore peace. 


The situation presents a discouraging commentary on the work of 


peace organizations having as their aim the abolition of war. The dis- 
armament conference drags on in Europe. Congress prepares to Insti- 
tute an investigation of the so-called munitions trust. 
Peace societies 


meet and pass resolutions indorsing this and that proposal intended to 
advance the cause of peace. 


Yet no way has been found to end the South American war, which

There seems to be no other course than for them to 
fight it out and this they are doing.

Warning On 
Poison Plants 


HABBISBURG, April 27—A letter 


enclosing several roots recently was 
received from a physician in 
the 


western part of the Commonwealth 
by Dr. E. M. Gress, chief botanist 
of the Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture. The physician explain- 
ed that a man i:.i his community 
had eaten some of the roots, suf- 
fered from severe convulsions, and 
died within about three hours. Dr. 
Gress Identified that roots as un- 
jnlstakeably those of water hem- 
lock, one of the most deadly pois- 
onous plants In Pennsylvania. 


Every year such reports are re- 


corded in Pennsylvania the botan- 
ist explained and stll! people will 
take chances on eating wild ber- 
ries, roots and mushrooms which 
may prove poisonous. He said that 
a safe rula to follow Is never to eat 
any part of a wild plant 
without 


knowing definitely and with abso- 
lute certainty that It Is not pois- 
onous; for there are many plants 
in the State that are poisonous, 
some of course only slightly so while 
others are deadly.

lock as large as a walnut will kill 
'a cow," Dr. Gross asserted, "and a 
piece of the. deadly amnnita 
(a

Poison Plants 


HARRISBURG, April 27—A letter 


enclosing several roots recently was 
received from a physician in 
the 
western part of the Commonwealth 
by Dr. E. M. Gre'ss, chief botanist 
of the Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture. The physician explain- 
ed that a man in his community 
had eaten some of the roots, suf- 
fered from severe convulsions, and 
died within about three hours. Dr. 
Gress identified that roots as un- 
mlstakeably those of water hem- 
lock, one of the most deadly pois- 
onous plants In Pennsylvania. 


Every year such reports are re- 


corded in Pennsylvania, the botan- 
ist explained and still people will 
take chances on eating wild ber- 
ries, roots and mushrooms which 
may prove poisonous. He said that 
a safe rule to follow is never to eat 
any part of a wild plant 
without 


knowing definitely and with abso- 
lute certainty that it Js not pois- 
onous; for there are many plants 
in the State that are poisonous, 
some of course only slightly so while 
others are deadly.

HARRISBUHG, April 27.—Delay- 


ed by frequent rains and low tem- 
peratures, many Pennsylvania farm- 
ers are nearly a-month behind sched- 
ule in their spring planting, accord- 
ing to reports received here. 


Many are working night and day

Those lucky enough to own tractors 
have installed headlights and are 
using the machines to pull plows 
through the darkness. 


The state department of agricul-

Given Inex M. Holy 


Word was received here today 
that the Jury trying the case of 
Herman Hahn against the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad had re- 
turned a verdict for the railroad. 
The case was tried in the United 
States Circuit Court in Philadelphia 
and arose out of an accident on the 
Butler road on July 3, 1932. 


Mr. Hahn was travelling west and 
as he crossed the B. B. & P. (now 
B. & O.) tracks on the Butler road 
east of the Welngartner Gardens, 
his car went out of control and he 
crashed into a telephone pole: He 
was in the New Castle hospital for 
a year, Recently he brought suit 
for $100,000 against the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, claiming that 
they had not kept up the crossing 
and that a hole there had caused 
his accident. 


Many witnesses were called from 
New Castle, among them City En- 
gineer Harry Hoskins, Dr. J. R. 
Cooper, Councilman and Mrs. B. F. 
Butler, Senator George T. Wein- 
gartner, John McCuIlough, Charles 
Long, Thomas H. Hartman and 
several others. 


A rather interesting feature local- 


ly in the case is that the counsel-in- 
chief for the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, who tried the case was At- 
torney John Schrader, a graduate of 
Westminster College. He graduated 
from Westminster about 1909 and 
while in college was outstanding. 


In the case of Inex M. Holy against 
Mr. and Mrs. I. D. Long, which has 
been on trial before Judge James A. 
Chambers this week, the jury re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the de- 
fendant. 


The cast was one In which the 


plaintiff had sold 17 acres of land 
on the Wilmington road in 'Neshan- 
nock township to the defendants 
for $9,000. Defendants claimed that 
D. G. Glosner, father of Mrs. Holy, 
had represented that only about one 
half acre of the coal had been re- 
moved from under the land. Long 
claims to have later found that from 
10 to 14 acres had been removed. 


When an atempt was made to col- 
lect a balance on the mortgage giv- 
en by Long, and assigned by Holy as 
collateral to R. J. Totten, Long set 
up the defense that he had been 
greatly damaged by the removal of 
the coal, and not only 
refused to 


pay the balance on the mortgage, 
but claimed additional damages. 
The mortgage, which amounted to 


around 44700 with interest amount- 
ing in all to nearly $5,000 will not 
have to be paid by Long under the 
terms of the verdict.

Hope For Solution. 
A nother point was th a t possibly 
the federal agents on the h u n t for 
a kidnaping gang in Verm ont hoped 
th a t the solution of the R utland 
case would throw light on the Lind­ 
bergh kidnaping. 
Upon his retu rn to Boston, Charles 
D. M cKean, chief of the bureau of 
Investigation for New England for 
th e departm ent of justice, said: 
"I was in R utland on a confiden­ 
tial m atter.

Report Denied. 
The unusual Investigation in R u t­ 
land had been linked with the Lind­ 
bergh case when certain officials at 
the Federal building hinted th a t 
$30,000 of the $50,000 Lindbergh ra n ­ 
som money had appeared a t the 
Boston federal reserve bank.

D epartm ent of justice agents in 
R utland had “planted” two mj^ster- 
ious paiier-w rapped packages, simi- 
dar to packets of currency, and con­ 
cealed them in the underbrush on 
the R utland golf course.

On your arrival in Albany, you will 
receive $1.000 for your trouble." 


A threat to kidnap a prominent 


Vermont man 
or member of his 


family, a new trail in the Lindbergh 
baby ransom case, a drive on an in- 
ternational narcotics smuggling ring 
—these were the three high points 
of speculation in the unusual hunt 
of the large squad of department of 
Justice agents In northern New Eng- 
land and northern New York state. 


Hope For Solution. 


Another point was that possibly

Will Offer Version. 


The decision to offer an officall 


version of the Japanese policy fol- 
lowed a firm request by Great Brit- 
ain for such a step, and a milder 
request for elucidation made by Am- 
erican Ambassador Joseph C. Grew. 
Previously the Japanese foreign of- 
fice had taken the stand that 
"enough had been said", and that 
"the statement spoke for itself." 


Although Japanese authorities hail 


regarded issuance of a formal state- 
ment as unnecessary, the growing 
demands for clarification of Japan's 
policy on China, and the necessity of 
publicity and officially explaining

MUST HAVE TEST 


CARS IN CONDITION 


At least three score candidates for 


motor vehicle operator's permits are 
expected to take the test next Tues- 
day, to be given by the State High- 
way patrol in Sampson street, 


The examinations commence at 


10 a. m. and conclude at 3 p. m. and 
the order of examinations will be 
pursuant to the order in which ap- 
plicants arrive on the scene. 
There is no "jockeying" at the 


highway patrol station and persons 
•who delay their arrival until late 
are not permitted to "butt In" ahead 
ol those who arrived earlier for an 
examination. 


The candidate must 
have 
the 
learner's permit and the registration 
card for the machine to be driven 
In the test. He also must be accom- 
panied by a licensed operator. 
He enters the highway - station, 


presents the learner's permit, the 
registration card, then replies to 
several questions, such as his name, 
address and as to whether or not he 
is crippled or has poor vision. 


Following this he is requested to 


read a chart which is a vision test 
and then he is given an examination 
to determine if he is color 
blind. 


Should he pass these tests he ac- 
companies the officer to the car to 
be driven. Examine Car 


The headlights and tall 
light, 


•windshield wiper and the mirror is 
examined. If a defect is found the 
car must be taken to an official 
station and the defect remedied and 
the bureau of motor vehicles notl- 
lied. 


Should the car be in good condi- 


tion the applicant and officer enter 
ihc car and the learner is Instructed 
fo "start the car." He operates it for 
a distance of several hundred yards. 
The learner is instructed to tun; 


the car and it is here that many fail 
as they do not "cut their wheels" 
the right way, or give the car too 
much "gas" and run over a curb, 
which is not condoned. 


After the turn is made the car is 


driven toward the station and the 
operator is asked to stop the car. 
When he does he mush answer the 
questions pertaining to the 
state 


motor code. 


Some persons who believe this is 


just a "preliminary" and not import- 
ant, soon find out that they must 
know the answers and they do to 
the officer's satisfaction. 


If they pass the learner's pennic 


is so stamped and they use the card 
as a "driver's license" until their 
regular operator's card comes from 
Harrlsburg which takes about in 
days. 


Should they have failed'on physi- 


cal qualifications, operating ability 
or for lack of knowledge as to the 
motor code they receive their learn- 
er's card stamped "failed."

The president's decision was made 


after a study of all'factors involved, 
including a survey of NBA opera- 
tions during the past year.

The capital will be one of the first 
and most important steps in Col- 
lier's policy of giving the American 
a "new deal" in self government. 
The necessary buildings will be 
constructed of native stone, cut and 
put in place by Indian workmen. 


After 
construction is completed, 


Navajo Indians will use the build- 
ings for carrying on the functions 
of government. 
The alte selected by Collier is a 
picturesque spot on the Arizona 
masa two miles west of the Arizona- 
New Mexico boundary. It will be th? 
center of activities for the entire 
Navajo jurisdiction, including reser- 
vations in northwestern 
Arizona 


and western New Mexico.

pean disarmament situation 
from 


Norman Davis, America's roving am- 
bassador. 
The administration's view Is that 
one of the most serious crises fince 
the war Is heading up in Europe, 
and will come to a climax within the 
next 30 days. 


The disarmament conference is 
tentatively scheduled to reconvene 
on May 29 but Davis has no plans 
to return abroad until there is some 
hint of progress. 


Plainly Discouraged 


The crux of the whole matter, as 


viewed here, is the Franco-German 
situation, and until this is straigh- 
tened out, there appears little likeli- 
hood of any real progress toward 
disarmament. 


Davis was accompanied by Secre- 
tary of State Hull at the

House conference today and the pair 
were closeted with Mr. Roosevelt 
for more than an hour.

titude of discouragement was ob- 
vious as Davis left the White House, 
refusing to go into details of his 
talk with 
the 
president.

ty, and It was found. that at one 
time every county official in office 
was a member of this church. , 


The Second church is the child of 


the First church. 
A commission 
consisting of Rev. Hugh Sturgeon, 
Rev. J. B. Whitten and Elder W. B, 
Beggs organized the Second church 
Tuesday, April 29, 1884. Of the 100 
persons signing the petition request- 
ing the new organization, 46 were 
present and became the charter 
members. The other 54 petitioners 
identified themselves with the church 
May 11, at the time of the organi- 
zation W. N. Aiken, Joseph M. Bur- 
ton and J. A. Gardner were elected 
Elders. They had served as elders 
of the First church and were in- 
stalled ruling elders May 11, 1884. 


The first services were held in the 
Zion Reformed church building on 
E. Washington street. 
Sometime 


later services were held in the court 
house. 
The first communion was 


held June 1, 1884. The first person 
to join the church on profession of 
faith in Christ was John C. Boston. 
The first infant : baptized , was the 
son; of Mr. and Mrs. A. D. DuShane. 
The first pastor of the congregation 
was Rev. J. Q. A. McDowell, D. D., 
who was installed May 5, 1886, and 
after serving for 18 years resigned 
April 4; 1904. The first church build- 
ing located at E. Washington- and 
County Line streets, costing about 
$16,000, was dedicated January 12, 
1887, Rev..J. T. McCrory, D. b., and 
Rev. Robinson assisting in the dedi- 
cation services. The second pastor 
was Rev. Arthur Magill, D. D. He 
was ordained and installed June 27, 
1905, and served as pastor until Oc- 
tober 1, 1908. The third pastor was 
Rev. Samuel C. Gamble, D. D., who 
was installed June 1, 1909, serving 
until November 1, 1914. It was dur- 
ing Dr. Gamble's pastorate that the 
present church building was erected 
at a cost, of over $100,000. It was 
dedicated April 27, 1913. Dr. J. Q. A. 
McDowell assisted at the dedication 
service. The fourth pastor was Rev. 
A. J. Handles, D. D., who was in- 
stalled February 22, 1915, serving as 
pastor unitl May 31, 1932. The pres- 
ent pastor, Rev. Chauncey Kirk Mc- 
George, ,D. D., was installed. Janu- 
ary 20, 1933. Over 2,500 persons 
have been received into the mem- 
bership of the congregation during 
the 50 years of its history. The 
present membership is 779. 


Organization History. 


Carl R. Baldwin, present super- 


intendent of the Sunday school, gave 
the. history of that part of the 
church, how it had organized with 
a membership of 35, with 16 teach- 
ers and in the half century had 
grown to a membership of 625, with 
the various departments for the dif- 
ferent ages, and 80 splendid teach- 
ers in the corps. 
David Finley Balph was the first 


superintendent of the school, in 
1884 and 1885, and he was followed

your servant: even as the Son of 
man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life 
a ransom for many." The greatest 
is not at the apex of a pyramid sup- 
ported by others, but rather at the 
point of an Inverted pyramid "giving 
his life a ransom for the many" up- 
held by his sacrifice.

Fascist Group In Belgium 


Plans,New European Nation 


(IntemaLioral News Service) 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 27.— 


There will be a new nation in Eu- 
rope called Dietschland if fiery Joris 
Van Severen, Belgian fascist leader, 
has his way. Details were revealed 
here in proclamations by his party, 
known at the Dinasos. 


Naturally Belgium will be merged 
into the.new country, according to 
the plans of its sponsor, and in addi- 
tion Dietschland will be rounded out 
by French Flanders, Dutch Flanders 
and other regions of Holland except 
the Prise-, district. 


The citizens would be restricted to 
descendants of the Tudesque tribes 
of ancient Germany and would form 
a sister state for Nazi Germany. In 
order not to compete, the Dinasos 
party specifically exempts the Fri- 
sians, another Germanic section, 
from forming part of the new state. 
This is officially based on the fact 
that these Teutonic tribes were dis- 
tinct from those of the Tudesque 
clans. 
Joris Van Severen, the head of the 


movement, comes from a Catholic 
family in Belgium Flanders. 
His 


family spoke only French, and even, 
servants, who ordinarily spoke Flem- 
ish, had to speak French while on 
duty. 


As a youth he joined the Flemish 
nationalist movement, and became 
a leader, early coming into contact 
with the police authorities. He aban- 
doned this group however, and form- 
ed the nucleus of the present Dina- 
sos party in 1931. Today'he con- 
trols 22 -"green houses", as regional 
'headquarters are called, in Belgium 
Flanders. ; 


Among the 'opposing movements 
which Joris Van Severen will ban in 
his new country, are those of Marx- 
ists, Communists. Liberals and se- 
cret organizations such as the Free 
Masons. Jewish people would be re- 
garded as inhabitants, but could not 
enjoy the privileges of citizenship. 


A recent order by the Belgian min- 
ister of the interior forbids the Dina- 
sos from holding any military forma- 
tions, parades or 
demonstrations 
outdoors or in public places, irre- 
spective of whether In uniform or 
not.Fascist and Nazi difficulties have 


been continuous for some time now 
in parts of Belgium, particularly in 
the two provinces of Eupen and Mal- 
medy which were taken from Ger- 
many as a result of the World war 
Nazi' agents, it is reported, have 
been crossing .the frontier and ad- 
dressing groups of inhabitants in 
inns and village squares.

Plans .New European Nation

BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 27.— 
There will be a new nation in Eu­ 
rope called Dietschland if fiery Joris 
Van Severen, Belgian fascist leader, 
has his way. 
Details were revealed 
here in proclam ations by his party, 
known at the Dinasos. 
N aturally Belgium will be merged 
into the new country, according to 
the plans of its sponsor, and in addi­ 
tion D ietschland will be rounded out 
by French Flanders, D utch Flanders 
and other regions of Holland except 
the Frise district. 
The citizens would be restricted to 
descendants of the Tudesque tribes 
of ancient G erm any and would form 
a sister state for Nazi Germ any. In 
order not to compete, the Dinasos 
party specifically exempts the F ri­ 
sians,

from form ing part of the new state. 
This is officially based on the fact 
th a t these Teutonic tribes were dis­

PREPARE GARDEN SOU- WELL, 


BEFORE PLANTING. 


Nothing is gained by plowing or 


spading the garden until the soil is 
dry enough. The soil is in proper 
condition -when it crumbles and 
•works well. If it makes a sticky 
ball it is too wet. 


Unless the soil can be spaded or 


plowed at least eight inches deep 
the topsoil is too shallow to make a 
good garden. If barnyard manure is 
available it should be broadcast be- 
fore the soil is turned. Chicken 
droppings that are not mixed with 
litter may be applied after the soil 
is plowed or spaded but they should 
be worked deeply into the soil. An 
excessive amount of this manure 
will cause rank growth or tomato 
vines. 
Use of a complete fertilizer is ad- 


visable to get-the highest production. 
800 pounds an acre, which amounts 
to 100 pounds for a 50 by 100 foot 
garden or 50 pounds for a 50 by 50- 
ioot plot is advisable.. 


Where a liberal application of 


manure has been made, especially 
chicken manure, only 16 or 20 per 
cent superphosphate will be needed.

SEED CORN CONDITION RE- 


VEALS NEED OF TEST. 


Seed corn is in very poor condition 


all over the state, according to farm 
crop extension specialists of the 
Pennsylvania Slate College. They 
report that even corn which had 
some care in 
showing poor 
condition is true of all parts of the 
state, especially 
with the rather 


deep-grained varieties. 
Lawrence county farmers are ad- 


vised to test their seed corn care- 
fully for germination. 


Whlln it is true that since 1930

MOVE NEST PERCHES TO AVOID 


PICK-OUTS. 


Cannibalism often starts on the 


nest perches. Much of this trouble 
can be eliminated by moving the 
perches 12 to 15 inches away from 
the nests. 


Some birds in the laying flock 


have the habit of standing on the 
perches and when other hens are 
delivering their eggs these birds peck 
at the protruding membrances of 
the layers. They may cause immed- 
iate bleeding which will attract the 
attention of other birds and soon 
there is another pick-out. 


When the perches are moved 


away from the nests, the birds on 
the perches cannot reach the birds 
on the nest. On many farms these 
reconstructed nests have solved the 
specific cannibalism problems. 


WAh son.e hens the oviducts may 
become slightly injured. 
This in- 


jury may cause inflammation which 
interferes with a hen's laying. The 
swollen oviducts make egg delivery 
difficult and by the time the egg is 
laid the oviduct is protrucing. This 
condition frequently is referred to 
as prolapse or "blow-outs." The pro- 
lapses are targets for the other birds 
and other pick-outs may result. 


The cannibalism course with many 


birds is slight picking followed by 
inflammation of the oviduct. This 
leads to prolapses and prolapses to 
pick-outs.

Kentucky blue grass is the most 


satisfactory lawn grass for Penn- 
sylvania conditions.

'Face-Lifting' 


(International News Service) 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The 
famed pinnacle of the nation's Cap- 
ital,, the Washington Monument, is 
to have its face lifted. 


This beautifying and youth-re- 


newing operation will cost the Gov- 
ernment $100,000, aUoted from the 
Public Works fund, and was made 
necessary 
through 
discovery of 


faults which its builders could not 
foresee. 


Stripped of technical verbiage, a 


voluminous report 
just presented 


on .the subject to the Interior De- 
partment, points out that defective 
mortar was used back of the face 
mortar between the stones, throw- 
ing unequal stresses on the huge 
blocks for 150 feet of Its ••.eight, and 
causing an unsightly deterioration 
around the joints on the face of the 
monument. 


These joints must be scraped out, 


and filled with a more modern and 
more resistant 
composition, 
the 


edges squared correctively, and the 
seams caulked against matter leak- 
ing in from the top of the shaft. 


One point in the report is re- 
assuring:— 


"No structural conditions 
have 


been observed which could be in- 
terpreted as indicating the general 
condition of the Monument to be 
unsound in any particular. On the 
contrary it can be said that struc- 
turally the Washington Monument 
Is in a good state of preservation, 
and that no untoward systematic 
conditions are believed to exist."

DBS MOINES, Iowa.—:A liquor 


censor with power to determine how 
much a person should have to 
drink, from the standpoint of both, 
health and finances, will be a part 
of Iowa's new liquor control sys- 
tem.

Clemency Asked. 
Curry and Blymer were sentenced 
to life terms in the Eastern state 
penitentiary and Hess was given 
from 10 to 20 years. 
Attorney Charles Edwin Fox, for­ 
mer district attorney of Philadel­ 
phia, will appear as counsel for the 
5’outh. 
Warden Herbert Smith of the 
Eastern penitentiary has written the 
pardon board, it was disclosed, ask­ 
ing clemency for the youthful slayer 
who has shown ability at painting 
and drawing at the prison. 
Amos W. Herrman, the district a t­ 
torney who prosecuted the case in 
1928, also has joined those asking 
clemency for Curry.

The senate banking and 
currency committee met, however, 
to pass upon the suggestion of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
that some further steps be taken to 
ascertain secret holdings of silver. 


Silver Revealed. 


The treasury's inquiry revealed 
there were 141,612,898 spot ounces of 
silver in private hands, exclusive of 
amounts held under 50,000 ounces. 
The total long future contracts, in 
amounts exceeding 25,000 ounces 
numbered 4,990 for a total of 124,- 
750,000 ounces. The" total short fu- 
ture contracts, in amounts exceed- 
ing 25,000 ounces, numbered 5,611 
for a total of 141,775,000 ounces. 
These statistics failed to reveal any 
startling situation in silver.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—A pro- 


posed 
senate 
inquiry into silver 


speculation virtually collapsed to- 
day alter a trio of reports from the 
treasury failed to disclose the exist- 
ence ot a "ring" of silver gamblers. 


The reports, on the 
contrary, 


proved that ttie largest traders in 
silver futures, both long and short, 
•were great banks :vnd business con- 
cerns, operating to protect their in- 
vestments against 
a fluctuating 


market. The seriate banking and 
currency committee met, however, 
to pass upon th<! suggestion of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
that some further steps be taken to 
ascertain secret holdings of silver. 


Silver Revealed. 


The treasury':; inquiry revealed 


there were 141,612,f;98 spot ounces of 
silver in private hsinds, exclusive of 
amounts held tinder 50,000 ounces. 
The total long luturc contracts, in 
amounts exceeding 25,000 ounees 
numbered 4,990 !!or a total of 124,- 
750,000 ounces. The total short fu- 
ture contracts, in amounts exceed- 
ing 25.000 ounces, numbered 5.6T1 
for a total of 141,775,000 ounces. 
These statistics failed to reveal any 
startling situation in silver.

bloo" were indignant over the spec- 
ulative inquiry. 
They charged it 


was started by the "gold bloc" to be- 
cloud the issue ol remonetizmg 
silver. 


Banks Bigg-csl Holders. 


"It was an effort to divert the 


issue of remor.eti::ing silver down a 
side street," said Senator Thomas

The federal government's action 


is based principally on the act of 
congress passed January 11 this year 
sncl effective the following day which 
raised the floor tax on wines and 
liquors from $1.10 a gallon to $2. 


On that date the .Pennsylvania 
stores that began operation on Jan- 
nary 1, had approximately 1,000,000 
gallons of wines, spirits and liquor 
on their shelves and in warehouses. 
The federal government 
demands 


that Pennsylvania hand over $900,- 
009 in taxes on this store of liquor. 
That sum represents the difference 
between the original $1.10 a gallon 
tax which had already been paid by 
the distillers and the new levy. 


In addition, federal internal reve- 


nue agents sought to collect the us- 
ual $25 retail license fee from, each 
of the 231 state stores then hi opera- 
tion and a $100 wholesale license fee 
from each of the state's five ware- 
houses.
